Trouble in the Democratic Party. 

WASHINGTON, June 15. 
There seems to be a great deal of 
Democratic disatisfaction with their 
Congressional campaign command. 
The opinion expressed by prominent 
Democrats is that it is not only use- 
less, but positively harmful to the 
interests of the party. The Committee 
itself, it is believed, is sadly compli- 
cated. Their methods appear as badly 
mixed as does its organization. It 


was first arranged with General Rose- 
crans a8, chairman, but it was very 
soon found that Rosecrans was years 
behind in the management of political 
campaigns. One of his planus is said 
to have been to off-set contributions 
made to the Republican treasury from 
employees, by a popular ten cent Dem- 
ocratic subscription—a sort of “Betty- 
and-the-baby” fund. His manage- 
ment of the campaign was effectually 
settled from the date of this proposition. 
It was, however, a delicate matter 
to supersede him without giving 
offense to his friends, and his making 
a breach in the party ‘ranks, as there is 
a large class in the Democratic party 
whose ideal of. a party leader is em- 
bodied in Rusecrans. This difficulty 
‘was gotten over by the creation of a 
Board of Control, which should prac- 
tically manage the campaign At the 
head of this Board was placed Roswell 
P. Flower, of New York, the 
map who defeated young Astor for 
Congress, who, on coming her®, worked 
himself into promenence by a series 
of dinners given to his fellow Con- 
gressmen. Then a new branch of the 
committee was tormed to include cer- 
tain wealthy outsiders and, contrary 
to usual custom, a member of the 
House was made Secretary of the com- 
mittee. Dissatisfaction with the or- 
ganization and metheds of the com- 
mittee, has been growing ever since, 
and the Democratic feature in Oregon, 
which is unreasonably enough laid at 
the door of the committee, has helped 
to stimulate the growth ofthis dissat- 
isfaction as an instance of ill advised 
methods of the commitfee. During 
the Oregon campaign and election, 
Rosercans, chairman of the com- 
mittee was busily occupied with a 
sprained ankle, and his own canvas 
for a re-nomination. After the fight io 
Oregon Senator Slater of that State 
made a statement to the effect that 
the Demecrats had received no aid 
from abroad, except a few documents 
on the Chinese question. 


The Windom Committee. 
WASHINGTON, June 15. 

The Windom Committee resumed 
Session yesterday. Buell, editor of the 
Critic, appeared and read a statement, 
in which he undertook to show that 
his former testimony had been incor- 
rectly reported. He also asserted, dis- 
tinctly, his belief that two of the news- 
paper correspondents, mentioned bv 
him, were “on the make ;” tut in 


cross-examination by the Chairman, 
and Senators Hawley and Harrison, 
admitted this was simply his opinion, 
and that he had no knowledge of any 
facts that would justify such a charge, 
or of any person who claimed to have 
such knowledge peravnally. He had 
heard strong suspicions expressed, and 
was willing to give the committee, 
privately, the names of some of the 
gentlemen who had made use of such 
expressions.

The witness referred 
to his statement, in former testi- 
inony,that he desired to consult persous 
with whom he had conversed on the 
subject before giving their names to 
the committee ard said he had sincs 
consulted two members of the House 
and they had disclaimed having per- 
sonal knowledge of any improper acts 
on the part of the journalists in ques- 
tion and were unwilling to have their 
names used in the matter. The third 
was out ef town and would not return 
until next week, Winters asked that 
further examination would be post- 
poned.

The President’s 
letter said: “ Although unable to show 
by bis presence his hearty sympathy 
in this monument to the honor of so 
illustrious a soldier aud patriot, it is 
gratifying to know his famé is to be 
perpetuated here in endearing form.” 
Blaine’s letter contained the follow- 
ing: “‘ l am sure you will find as warm 
an admiration for the chivalric old 
soldier on this side of the water as in 
the land of his nativity, for whose 
liberties and whose regeneration he 
has done so much. 1 will gladly co- 
operate in the movement to the honor 
of his name by erecting an appropri- 
ate monument on American soil.”
